ARTICLE  V. —MEETINGS. 

The  auuual  meeting  for  the  election  of  oflicers  ami  for  the  trans- 
action of  other  business  shall  be  held  in  St.  John  un  the  third 
Tuesday  in  February.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Tresi- 
deut,  (or  in  liis  absence  or  inability,  by  one  of  the  \'ice-Presi- 
dents),  and  sliall  be  so  called  upon  the  written  request  of  ten 
meiubers,  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such 
lupt'tings  shall  lio  ]iublishe(l  iu  one  newsi)aper  in  the  ("ity  of  St. 
.lohn  for  not  less  than  live  days  previous  thereto,  and  a  written 
(jr  printed  notice  thereof  shall  be  mailed  to  or  left  at  the  residence 
or  place  of  business  ol  e;"?h  luember  of  the  i'lxecutive  or  A'i'dlant 
( 'ommittoe. 

ARTICLE  VI.— AMEM).Mi:XTS. 

This  consiiiution  may  be  altered  or  amended  upon  a  majoritv 
vote  of  the  meudjers  jiresenl  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting, 
one  uionth's  notice  of  such  jtroposed  alteration  having  been  previ- 
oU'^ly  given  in  the  mannei'  indicated  in  Artii'le  V. 

ARTICLE  \  II.-  lA'L.-LAWS. 

The  society  sliall  have  power  to  form  a  code  of  byedaws,  and 
from  time  to  time  to  add  to,  luodify,  alter  oi'  rescind  the  same, 
and  all  such  byedaws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
Homiuion  of  Canada  and  of  the  Province  of  Xew  Uruuswick, 
shall  Ije  equally  binding  as  thi'^  constitution  upon  tho  society,  its 
ofiicer.s  and  members. 
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Aii'r/>  I,  Tho  uliictTs  uf  this  society  after  being  nominated 
liy  a  iiiovev  aiul  sceon<li'r  shall  lie  chosen  by  written  ballot.  Any 
vacancies  occui'i'iiig  during  tho  year  may  be  lilli'd  by  the  executive 
committee. 

Arficlr  l'.-— Th(!  President,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  Ww- 
I'residents,  or  in  the  absence  of  both,  a  chairman  j'l'o  tcm.  shall 
take  the  chair  wwA  pi'e-^ide.  Such  presiding  ollicer  shall  have  only 
a  casting  vote. 

Artlrlr  3. — The  Secretary,  under  the  direction  of  lln'  I'ri'sidentj 
or  (in  the  absence  or  iuabi!it\  of  the  President)  the  chairiuau  of 
the  executive  committee  shall  attend  to  the  correspondence  and 
other  business  of  the  society  ;  shall  keep  in  suitable  books  cojnes 
of  all  letters  written,  and  shall  tile  all  letters  receivcil  ;  give  notice 
'jf  all  meetings  of  the  society  and  of  the  executive  comniilifi',  and 
attend  the  same  ;  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  tht^  jiroccediugs  thereat, 
and  shall  give  notice  to  th'jse  aii'ected  by  them. 

Artii'Jp  \. — The  'J'rcasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  the  funds  of 
the  society  de[)osite(l  in  one  of  the  City  banks,  and  be  drawn  out 
(jn  the  joint  check  of  the  President  and  Treasurer,  and  shall  keep 
accurate  ac;'ounts  of  the  same  :  shall  pay  all  bills  certitietl  by 
the  President,  cu-  (in  his  absence  or  inability),  the  chairman  of 
the  executive  committee  :  and  shall  present  to  the  executive 
committee  annually,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  sciety,  a  full  account,  duly  vouched  ami  audited, 
of  all  his  doings. 

Artirl)'  ;■).— The  Counsel  shall  be  the  h'<i(il  ddrlsr,- o'(  the  society 
and  its  otiicers,  and  shall  have  the  general  charge  anil  conduct  of 
all  suits  and  procetulings  instituted  by  or  against  the  society  and 
its  olHcers,  or  either  of  them,  or  in  which  the  society  may  bo  in- 
terested. 

2. — AVith  the  advice  or  consent  of  tho  ]*resident,  or  (in  the  ab- 
sence or  inability  ijf  the  President),  the  chairman  of  tlu'.  executive 
committee,  he  may  com[iromise  or  settle  any  such  suit  or  ])roceed- 
ing  ;  and  may  also  from  time  to  time  associate  with  himself  and 
retain  such  other  counsel  or  attorney  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
President  or  Chairuian  as  aforesaid,  and  himself,  uia^'  be  advisable 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  society. 

3. — All  disbursements  made  by  him  in  the  execution  of  his 
powers  and  duties  as  counsel  or  attorney,  shall  be  repaid  him  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  society,  where  tlie  same  cannot  by  law,  or  in 
fact  be  collected  from  other  sources,  upon  liis  certificate  in  writing, 
specifying  the  amount  and  grounds   thereof.

for  tlie  district,  county  or  place  in  which  the;  otl'enco  was  com- 
mitted, for  every  such  olfence  Foiu'Krr  and  pay  such  a  sum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  fdrtv  Dou.Aits  nor  less  than  two  dollars 
WITH  COSTS,  as  to  such  justice  shall  seem  meet. 

3.  The  olfeuder  shall,  in  default  of  payment,  be  ('ohimitliul  to 
iJic.  Coiitiiioii  (Jaol,  or  other  place  of  continomcnt  for  the  district, 
county  or  place  in  w  hich  the  otfence  was  committed,  there  to  be 
iMi'iusoxKD  for  any  time  not  exceeding  TriiuTV  days. 

5.     Xothing  in  this  Act  contained  siiall  prevent  or  abridge  any

<i.  If  any  pi'i'son  apprelundcd  lur  having  committed  any  ol- 
i'ence against  this  .Vet  rcd'uses  to  discover  his  name  and  place  of 
abode  to  the  .lustice  of  the  I'eace  l)efore  whom  lie  is  brought,  such 
person  shall  be  immediatel}'  delivered  over  to  a  constable  or  other 
peace  oftictu',  and  sludl  liy  him  lie  conveyed  to  the  rdnrnnni  ijnoL 
ur  place  of  coniinemcnt  for  the  ilistrict,  county  or  place  Avithin 
udiich  the  ulfrnce  has  bi'cn  committed,  or  in  which  the  oll'ender 
his  l)eeu  ap[)reheuded,  there  to  remain  for  any  t(;rm  not  exceeding 
<>\K  MijXTii,  or  until  hv'  makes  known  his  place  of  al)odi;  to  the 
said  justice. 

7.  The  prosecution  uf  every  offence  ])unishable  under  this  Act 
must  be  commence.d  within  three  months  next  after  the  connnis 
sion  of  the  oli'ence,  and  not  otherwise. 

S.  Every  oiftnce  against  any  of  the  sections  of  this  Act  is  a 
hiixilciinnuior,  and  may  be  iiuuished  as  such,  or  may  be  pi'osecuteil 
in  the  manner  directed  l)y  the  Acts  of  18(i!),  Chapter  31,  so  far  as 
no  provision  is  hereby  made  for  any  matter  or  thing  -whicli  may 
be  re([uirod  to  ])e  done  with  resj)oct  to  .such  prosecution  ;  and  all 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  said  Act  shall  l)e  applicable  to 
such  prosecutions,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  incorporated 
in  this  Act. 

9.  All  i)(i-iniiiirii  pi'naJf/'c.^  recovered  before  any  justice  of 
the  Peace  under  this  Act,  f</iull  In  <liri<lril,  paid  and  distributed 
in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say  : — o^/r  innicfii  fJieroof  to 
the  Corporation  of  the  city,  town,  village,  township,  parish  or 
place  in  which  the  oli'ence  was  committetl,  and  fhe  otlier  uiolciij 
ir/'fJi  full  fasV.v  to  the  })erson  who  informed  and  prosecuted  for 
the  same,  or  to  such  other  person  as  to  such  justice  seems  proper. 

10.  FAcry  sum  of  money  ascertained  and  awarded,  adjudged 
by  any  Justice  of  the  I^eace  under  this  Act  to  be  paid  as  the 
amount  of  any  fhoiini/e  or  hijiirij  occasioned  by  the  commission  of 
any  of  the  olfeuces  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
odrson  ^^dlo  ha.s  sustained  such  damage  or  injury. 


To  Prevent  Cruelty  to  Animals  while  in  transit  by  Railway  or 

Other  means  of  conveyance  within  the 

Dominion  of  Canada. 

[A.-^suifr^l  to  Si/,  A/u;'/,  187.'3.] 

AVliereas  tho  transjioitution  uf  cattle,  l)y  railway  or  vcsrifls  i'or 
long  distances  without  rest,  food,  or  water,  is  lial»le  to  cause  suil'er- 
ing  from  huuger,  thirst  and  i'atigue  ;  and  Avhereas  it  is  expedient 
to  make  provisions  for  tlie  r(>gulation  of  tlu^  transportation  or  con- 
veyance of  live  stock  ovei'  tlu;  lines  of  railway,  and  hy  vessels, 
within  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  hy  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tlie  S(?nate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  (,'anada,  enacts  as  follow.^  : — 

1.  In  this  Act  the  teim  "cattle"  shall  include  any  horse, 
mule,  ass,  swine,  sheep,  or  goat,  as  well  as  any  neat  cattle  or  an- 
imal of  the  bovine  species,  and  m-Ii  tever  he  the  age  or  sex  of  tlu! 
iinimal,  andby  whatever  lechnical  or  trival  name  it  may  be  known, 
and  shall  ajjply  to  one  animal  as  well  as  many. 

L'.  Xo  railway  company  within  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
whose  railway  forms  any  part  of  a  line  of  road  over  which  cattle 
;i:e  conveyed  from  one  Province  to  another  Province,  or  from  the 
Cnited  States  to  or  through  any  IVovince,  or  from  any  part  of  a 
I'rovince  to  another  part  of  the  same,  nor  the  owner  or  master  of 
any  vessel  carrying  or  transporting  cattle,  from  one  Province  to 
another  Province,  or  within  any  Province,  or  from  the  T'nited 
States  through  or  to  any  J^rovincc,  shall  contine  the  same  in  any 
car,  or  vessel  of  any  description,  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-eight 
consecutive  hours,  without  unlading  the  same  for  rest,  water  and 
feeding  for  a  period  of  at  least  live  consecutive  hours,  unless  prevent- 
ed from  so  unlading  and  furnishing  water  and  footl  by  storm  or  other 
unavoidaT)le  cause,  or  by  necessary  delay  or  detention  in  the  cross- 
ing of  trains.  In  reckoning  tho  period  of  conlinemeut,  the  time 
during  Avhich  the  cattle  have  been  contiued  without  such  rest  and 
without  the  furnishing  of  food  and  water,  or  any  connecting  Puail- 
Avays  or  vessels  from  which  they  are  received,  whether  in  the 
I'nited  States  or  in  Canada,  shall  be  included — it  being  the  in- 
tention of  this  Act  to  prevent  their  continuous  conhnement  beyond 
a  pi'riod  of  twenty-eight  hours,  except  ujtou  the  contingencies 
iiereinbefore  stated. 
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3.  (  'atth'  so  uuloadi'il  .shiill  be  piop<'rl.v  Ird  and  WiitiTeil  (biriiii; 
^suoh  rest  by  th(!  owner  or  jtersou  having  the  custody  thereof,  or  in 
case  of  his  defaidt  in  so  doing,  then  by  the  ladway  eompan\  or 
owner  or  master  of  tlie  vessel  transporting  tlie  same,  at  tlie  ex- 
pense of  the  owner  or  person  in  custody  tliereof,  and  the  coiupany, 
owner  or  master  sliall,  in  sucli  case,  have  a  lien  upou  such  cattle 
for  food,  care  and  custody  furuisliecl,  and  shidl  not  be  liable  Wn 
any  iletenlion  of  such  ealtli'. 

•1  Whrre  eattlf  are  unladen  fioiii  cars  for  tlu'  iiuri)osi'  of  re 
ceiving  food,  water  and  rest,  it  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  railway 
coni])any  then  having  charge  ol'  the  cars  in  which  they  have  been 
transporte<l,  to  clear  the  lloors  of  such  ears,  and  to  litter  the  ^.mw. 
pi'operly  with  clean  sawdust  or  sand  before  reloading  them  with 
live  stock,  except  during  a  perioil  of  fro>t. 

•">.  Any  lailway  company,  owner  or  iiia--ter  of  a  vessel,  having 
cattle  ill  transit  as  aforesaiil.  who  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully 
tail  to  comi)ly  with  the  ]irovisions  contained  i'j  the  second  section 
ot  this  Act,  shall  for  eiicii  and  every  such  failure  to  comjily  with 
its  provisions,  forfeit  and  pay  as  a  penalty  a  sum  not  excc'eiling 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  cast;  in  which  such  jn'ovisioirs  are 
disregarded  :  I'rovided  howe\  er,  that  when  cattle  ari;  cari'ictl  in 
any  car  or  vessel,  in  v,diich  they  can  and  do  li;!\(:  ]iroper  space 
and  oppori unity  for  rest  and  proper  food  and  water,  the  foregoing 
provisions  in  the  second  siM;tion  contained  i)i  regard  to  their  being 
unladen  shall  not  apjily. 

(>.  Any  peace  onieer  or  constable  may  at  all  linn'.;  enter  oi: 
premises  where  he  has  reasonalile  grounds  i'or  supposing  that  any 
car,  truck,  or  vehicle  in  resjiect  whereof  any  company  or  jierson 
has  failed  to  coin]dy  with  lie'  I'eijuii'enu'iits  of  this  .Act,  is  lo  bi 
found,  or  enter  on  board  any  vessel  in  respect  whereof  he  h:i- 
reasonable  '^rounds  t'or  supposing  tiiat  any  company  or  piu'son  has 
on  any  occasion  so  faileil  :  and  if  any  person  refuses  admission  to 
such  peace  oliicer  or  constable  acting  under  this  section,  such 
jKU'son  shall  hv  deiunod  guilty  of  an  oll'euce  against  this  Act. 

7.  If  any  ])ei'son  is  guilty  of  any  olfince  against,  this  .Vet,  as  in 
the  last  preceding  section  mentioned,  he  shall,  for  every  such 
oifence,  forfeit  and  pay  such  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  nor  less  than  live  dollai's,  with  costs,  as  to  any  one  Justice 
of  the  l*eace,  for  the  district,  county,  or  place  in  which  tiie  oli'ence 
has  been  committeil,  may  seem  meet. 

8.  The  olfei.der  shall,  in  default  of  payment,  be  committed  to 
the  common  jail  or  othei'  place  of  coullnement  for  the  district, 
county  or  ])lace  in  which  the  oifence  was  connnitted,  thei'e  to  bo 
imiirisoned  for  anv  time  not  exceeding  thirtv  davs.

V'nA  obtain  the  riame  and  address  of  the  o'Tenuer,  and  lay  the  coniplaint 
before  a  justice  of  the  I'eace  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  orience  shall  have 
been  counnitted.  'I'lii.^  musi  he  ilune  wiihin  three  (/r.lendar  Months  after  the 
lOmmission  of  the  act   comiiiained  of. 

Should  the  accused  be  the  Driver  or  Conductor  o^  an  <  )miiil)u.-,  ('ah  or 
other  I'liblic  N'ehicle,  obtain  i.i>  naihe,  address,  and  number  of  badf^e;  also 
tlio  name,  address,  and  luimber  on  said  (Omnibus,  Cab,  or  other  X'ehiele. 
Make  a  note  of  lime  when,  and  the  place  where,  the  olTence  occured.  If  for 
driving  a  horse  or  other  animal  with  <^alled  neck  or  shoulders,  or  other 
wounds,  note  the  si.e  sitr.ation  of>uch  wounds,  especially  if  raw,  discharging, 
or  in  contact  with  the  harness  ;  if  Hogging  or  beating,  note  the  lunniier  of 
blows,  and  on  vir..t  part  of  the  body  inllicled,  and  the  eiiect,  if  any,  on  the 
-•kin  of  the  animal  ;  if  for  lameness,  ascertain  f^dfticiiiivlv  whether  or  not 
ihere  is  suffering,  as  lameness  is  not  always  an  indication  of  pain  ;  if  for  weak- 
ness or  inlirmity,  take  care  to  have  a  witness  to  speak  of  the  bodily  comlition, 
age,  and  incapacity  of  the  animal,  and  the  labour  exacted  from  it  ;  if  forover- 
!o:tding,  it  is  indisiKMisaiile  to  show  painful  distress  of  the  animal— i'.  ^'■., 
irembling,  filling,  unusual  jierspiration,  or  exhaustion  — or  to  show  violence 
on  the  part  of  the  driver;  if  for  mutilation  or  any  other  torture  under 
the  afores.Jd  Acts  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  observe  minutely  and  take 
down  in  writing  the  precise  character  of  the  same  in  detail.  It  is  impor- 
tant also  to  remember  the  exact  worcK  of  the  accused  when  stojipicd.  In  every 
<.;ase,  if  possible,  obtain  the  name  and  address  of  one  or  more  respectable 
witnesses  willing  to  give  evidence.  If  unwilling,  a  witness  may  bo  subpoenaed 
by  the  Magistrate  to  appear. 

The  Magistrate  has  power  upon  conviction  for  ill-treatment  to  an  animal 
which  has  sustained  damage,  to  award  compensation  to  the  (Jwii^ir  thereof,  in 
addition  to  the  punishment  upon  .such  conviction,  the  said  compensation  to  be 
jiaid  by  the  offcmler.

•jnjoine<l.  Information  and  assistance  to  facihtate  the  prosecution  of  peis'i.i-. 
guilty  of  ofienccs  in  any  part  of  ilie  I'rovince,  will  be  gi\e;i  on  api-lication  to 
the  Sieretary.  It  is  rcijuested  that  the  ]iarticidars  of  any  net  o^  cruelly  for- 
warded to  tlie  Secretary  may  In;  made  full  and  precise  ami  delivered  as  soon 
as  pO'-ible  after  the  olTence  ;  and  it  is  eai'iiestly  iioped  that  t!ie  jieisonal  incon- 
venience arisiii"^  out  of  ])roeee!lings  to  iirt'tecl  animals  from  the  outraj^es  of 
cruel  men,  will  not  deter  men  of  humanity  iron)  co  operalir.i;  with  the  officers 
in  their  efforts  to  promote  the  olijects  of  the  Society,
